officials during the inspection process, and a room, table or 
other facilities for examination of records and inspection of 
property^ or animals for use by APHIS officials if necessary. 
(On September 8, 2011, a responsible adult was not available to 
accompany USDA official on inspection.) 

3.75(a) • Provide housing facilities for nonhuman primates that are 

designed and constructed to be structurally sound for tbe 
species to be housed in them. The housing must be kept in 
good repair, protect the animals from injury, contain the 
animals securely, and restrict others from entering. 

(On August 28, 2010 a Gibbon escaped into a tiger enclosure and was 
injured.) 

3.125(a) • Construct facility of such material and of such strength as 

appropriate for the animals involved. Indoor and outdoor 
housing facilities shall be structurally sound and shall be 
maintained in good repair to protect the animals from injury 
and to contain the animals. 

(On August 28, 2010 an adult tiger escaped an uncovered outdoor 
primary enclosure.) 

Titles 7 & 9 Code of Federal Regulations were promulgated to help prevent the spread of animal and plant pests and 
diseases and assure the humane treatment of animals. Since violations of the regulations can have serious and costly 
impact detrimental to the public interest, you are warned of this violation.
